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Origin. 


PRELIMINARY  STEPS. 

In  the  autumn  of  the  year  1835,  the 
formation  uf  a  Society,  under  the  above 
title,  to  be  open  to  all  persons  of  English  origin, 
residing  in  Quebec  and  its  neighbourhood,  sug- 
gested itself  to  several  Englishmen,  in  this  City, 
and  it  was  proposed,  by  them,  to  call  a  Meeting  of 
their  Countrymen,  and  persons  of  English  des- 
cent, to  devise  means  for  carrying  the  plan  into 
operation.  The  gentlemen,  whose  names  appear 
below,  were  applied  to,  who  immediately  gave 
their  signatures  to  the  requisition  (but  the  num- 
ber might  have  been  greatly  increased  had  it 
been  deemed  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
cause)  and  sanctioned  the  following  advertise- 
ment, which  appeared  on  the  13th  and  14th  Octo- 
ber, in  the  Old  Quebec  Gazette  and  in  the 
Quebce  Mercury,  Newspapers :—  ' ',

The  Meeting  so  called,  wah  accord- 
ingly held,  and  was  numerously 
attended. — C.  F.  Aylwin,  Esquire, 
was  unanimously  called  to  the  chair; 
and  J.  C.  Fisher,  Esquire,  LL.  D.,  was  re- 
quested to  act  as  Secretary.

Resolved — that  a  Committee  of  seven  be  now 
appointed  to  draw  up  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  Society. 
Moved  by  Mr.  Bonner,  seconded  by  Mr.  Golds, 
worthy,    ^  :        i 

That  the  Committee  be  now  chosen  by  ballot. 

The  ballot  then  took  place,  and  the  following 
gentlemen  were  chosen  of  the  Committee : — 

Messrs.  C.  F.  Aylwin,  LeMesurier,  J.  H.  Kerr, 
Wm.  Kembie,  John  Bonner,  J.  C.  Fisher  and  J. 
Dyde. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  Froste,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Dyde, 

That  this  Meeting  do  adjourn  till  Friday,  13th 
November,  to  receive  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  to  open  a  Book  for  the  names  of  persons 
wishing  to  become  Members ;  and  that  a  notice 
be  given  of  the  adjourned  Meeting  by  public 
advertisement. 

The  Chairman  then  left  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  T. 
Froste,  being  called  thereto, 

Mr.  LeM<^surier  moved,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Symes, 

That  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting  be  given  to  the 
Chairman  for  his  conduct  in  the  Chair.  The 
Meeting  then  adjourned.

Circumstances  having  prevented  the 
80^**Not'  Committee  from  preparing  the  Rules 
1835.  and  Regulations,  for  the  government 
of  the  Society,  previous  to  the  ]3tli 
November,  the  Meeting  was  further  adjourned 
to  Friday,  the  20th  November,  when  it  took  place 
at  the  Albion  Hotel ;  William  Price,  Esquire,  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  Wm.  Kemble,  £squire, 
was  requested  to  act  as  Secretary.  The  Chairman, 
after  stating  that  the  Committee  which  had  at  the 
previous  Meeting  been  appointed  to  draw  up 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Society,  had  now  completed  that  task,  proposed 
''  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  do  now 
read  the  Report."  *  * 

Which  being  unanimously  assented  to,  C.  F. 
Aylwin,  Esquire,  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
read  the  Preamble  which  follows,  and  which  was, 
with  one  voice,  agreed  to. 

The  Chairman  then  proposed  theArticles  which 
had  been  drawn  up  by  theCommittee,  as  the  Stand- 
ing Rules  of  the  Society,  by  reading  each  Article 
and  taking  the  sense  of  the  Meeting  thereon. 
Some  amendments  were  made  and  the  Sixteen 
first  articles,  as  they  stand  copied  in  this  book, 
were  agreed  to  by  the  Meeting.  .^ 

♦  The  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  Articles  were 
added  at  the  suggestion  of  Messrs.  J.  H.  Kerr  and 
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Robert  Syiues,  and  adopted  by  the  general  voice 
of  the  Meeting. 

The  Secretary  was  desired  toliave  the  Preamble 
and  the  Articles  which  had  that  day  been  agreed  to, 
as  the  Constitution  of  the  St.  George's  Society 
of  Quebec,  copied  into  a  book,  and  to  deposit  the 
fsatne  with  Mr.  Thos  Payne,  of  the  Albion  Hotel, 
for  the  reception  of  the  signatures  of  those  desir- 
ing, under  the  Rules  of  the  Society,  to  become

No  sooner  have  natives  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  establishad  them- 
selves in  the  distant  Colonies  of  the  Empire,  or  in 
Foreign  States,  then  they  have  found  it  impera- 
tive to  unite  in  Friendly  Societies,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  affording  relief  and  advice  to  their  less 
fortunate  countrymen,  whom  circumstances  have 
led  to  the  same  destination,  but  who,  from  mis- 
fortune and  sickness,  require  the  aid  of  the 
benevolent. 

Societies  of  this  description  have  been  long 
established  in  various  parts  of  Europe — in  our 
Indian  Territories — in  the  North  American  Col- 
onies, and  in  all  the  principal  Cities  of  the  United 
States.  In  New  York,  a  St.  Andrew's  Society  was 
formed  as  early  as  1756,  and  a  St.  George's  Society 
in  1786,  the  former  of  which  now  possesses  a  very 
considerable  capital. 

The  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Colony  in 
which  we  live,  and  the  number  of  Emigrants  who 
annually  arrive,  alike  ignorant  of  the  language  of 
the  mass  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  unaccustomed  to 
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the  climate,  render  it  extremely  desirable  to  in« 

•titute  in  this  City  a  Society  on  a  permanent  basis, 

land  for  beneficial  purposes — without  political  ob- 

[jects,  but  of  which  loyalty  and  good  feeling  to  all 

classes  shall  be  the  prevailing  features. 

It  is,  therefore,  proposed  to  form  a  Society  to 
be  called  "The  St.  George's  Society  of  Quebec," 
the  general  objects  of  which  shall  be  as  follows, 
viz: — 

1 .  To  afford  pecuniary  aid  to  such  English  and 
Welsh  Emigrants,  and  their  descendants,  as  shall 
be  in  imminent  need  and  found  deserving  and  as 
shall  appear  on  examination  not  to  be  fairly  en- 
titled to  assistance  from  the  Quebec  Emigrant 
Society,  the  Church  Funds^  or  other  charitable 
source. 

2.  To  comfort  and  relieve  the  sick,  aged,  and 
infirm  of  that  descent.     '       "'' 

3.  To  assist  orphans  and  other  destitute  child- 
ren, and  to  place  them  out  as  servants  or  appren* 
tices  when  practicable.        , 

4.  To  procure  passages  home,  or  to  their 
friends  in  these  Provinces,  for  widows  and  child- 
ren  in  certain  cases. 

5.  To  procure  work  for  able  bodied  persons 
with  families. 

6.  To  assist  individuals  in  discovering  their 

relations  or  connexions  on  this  continent. 

7.  To  afford    assistance   toward   the   decent

burial  of  destitute  persons  of  Englisii  and  V/elsh 

descent. 

8.  To  give  advice  to  Emigrants,  to  prevent 

their  being  imposed  on,  and  generally  to  forward 
their  views. 

9.  To  keep  a  registration  of  families  in  Quebec 
and  the  vicinity,  of  English  and  Welsh  descent 
occupying  houses  and  farms « 

10.  To  reward  good  and  deserving  servants. 

11.  Generally  to  do  all  that  a  Benevolent 
Society  ought  of  right  to  do. 

Such  beiug  the  local  and  benevolent  objects  of 
the  St. George's  Society  of  Quebec,  it  will  equally 
be  the  duty  of  the  Members  to  preserve  and  hand 
down  gratifying  recollections  of  their  native 
country.  While  they  promote  and  cherish  social 
and  friendly  intercourse  with  theirfellow-subjects 
of  every  origin,  they  will  not  cease  to  venerate 
the  land  of  their  forefathers ;  and  to  hold  up  at 
their  periodical  meeting  the  illustrious  characters 
to  whom  it  has  given  birth,  as  subjects  of  na- 
tional pride  and  emulation.  They  will  cherish  as 
far  as  in  them  lies  among  their  descendants,  ven- 
eration and  attachment  towards  the  Institutions 
of  the  Mother  Country,  and  with  such  principles, 
and  founded  as  this  Institution  will  be,  on  the 
basis  of  benevolence  and  love  of  country — charity 
and  good  will  to  all — they  confidently  rely  that  its 
course  will  be  beneficial,  and  its  prosperity  per- 
manent and  increasing. 
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ARTICLES        r 
CONSTITUTION. 
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Article  ].•— The  title  of  this  Society  shall  be, 
"The  St.  George's  Society  of  Quebec." 
Founded;  A.  D.  1835. 


Article  2, — The  St,  Getnge's  Society  shall  be 
composed  of  natives  of  England  and  Wales,  of 
their  descendants^  and  generally  of  those  of  Eng- 
lish and  Welsh  extraction,      , 


Article  S. — A  book  shall  be  opened  in  which 
persons  desirous  of  becoming  members  shall  be 
enrolled.^  All  persons  who  shall  enrol  their 
names  previously  to  the  1st  January,  1836,  shall 
be  considered  the  Original  Members  of  the  St. 
George's  Society  ;  and  no  person  shall  after  this 
date  be  admitted  as  a  Member  unless  chosen  by 
ballot.  The  person  so  balloted  for  must  be 
nominated  at  a  previous  meeting.  No  election 
to  be  made  by  less  than  fifteen  members,  and 
black  balls  to  the  number  of  one-fifth  of  the 
Members  present,  shall  disqualify  the  Candidate. 
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Article  4. — Honorary  Members  may  be  admit- 
ted, but  no  person  who  is  a  native  of  England 
and  Wales,  or  of  English  or  Welsh  extraction, 
and  resident  in  Quebec,  (except  officers  of  the 
navy  and  army)  can  be  an  Honorary  Member. 
They  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  at  the  same 
Meeting. 

Article  5. — The  Society  shall  meet  four  times 
in  every  year,  namely,  on  the 
25th  March,  or  Lady  Day  5 
24th  June,  or  Midsummer  Day  ; 
*'  29th  September, or  Michaelmas    Day; 
24th  December,  or  Christmas  Eve. 
The  Society  shall  dine  together  on  St.  George's 
Day.    Should  either  of  the  da^'s  appointed  above 
fall  on  a  Sunday,  the  Meeting  shall   be  held  the 
day  after  or  the  day  before,  at  the  option  of  the 
President.

Article  8. — The  Committee  of  Management 
shall,' immediately  after  their  election,  nominate 
from  their  own  body,  a  Sub-Committee  of  Charity 
to  consist  of  five  Members,  with  the  Chaplains, 
Physicians,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  also  a  Sub- 
Committee  of  Accounts,  to  consist  of  three  Mem- 
bers, which  Committees  shall  report  monthly  to 
the  general  Committee  of  Management. 


Article  9. — Every  Member  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  an  admission  fee  of  twenty-five  shil- 
lings, as  well  as  an  annual  subscription  of  ten 
shillings.  Every  Honorary  Member  shall  pay 
an  annual  subscription  of  ten  shillings,  and  the 
payment  of  £7  10  0  shall  constitute  a  Member 
for  life,  without  further  subscription. 
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Article  10. — The  admission  fees  and  ihe  pay« 
ments  made  by  life  IVJ embers,  all  donations, 
(except  their  application  be  otherwise  specified) 
together  with  one  third  of  the  annual  subscrip- 
tion, shall  be  invested  in  a  permanent  and  ac- 
cumulating fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be 
applied,  together  with  the  remaining  two  thirds 
of  the  annual  subscriptions,  to  the  expenses  and 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Society.       / 


Article  1 1. — The  expenses  of  Rooms  for  the  use 
of  this  Society,  of  Printing  and  Stationery,  and 
of  collecting  subsriptions,  will  form  the  ordinary 
disbursements  of  the  Society.  Pecuniary  and 
other  relief  shall  be  distributed,  under  the  man- 
agement of  the  Charitable  Committee,  who  shall 
in  no  instance  give  more  than  Five  Pounds  to 
any  individual,  without  the  previous  sanction  of 
the  Committee  of  Management. 


Article  12. — The  Board  of  Management  shall 
be  invested  with  full  power  to  act  upon  all  busi-

And  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  Special  Meeting  than  the  object  for 
which  it  is  called,  except  proposing  or  balloting 
for  Members.  The  Committee  of  Management 
shall  meet  once  a  month,  and  may  be  summoned 
at  any  time  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence  by 
a  Vice  President. 
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Article  14.— A  majority  of  votes  shall  decide 
every  question,  except  in  balloting  for  the  admis- 
sion of  Members,  or  on  any  motion  to  annul  or 
alter  any  of  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Society, 
in  which  latter  case  the  consent  of  three-fourths 
of  the  Members  present  shall  be  requisite.  No 
number  of  Members  under  twenty-five  shall 
have  power  to  alter  or  annul  any  fundamental 
rule ;  but  for  all  other  business  fifteen  shall  be  a 
quorum.  The  President,  or  presiding  Officer, 
shall  not  vote  as  a  Member,  unless  the  votes  are 
equal,  when  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

Article  13. — Reports  shall  be  made  in  writing

Article  16. — No  alteration  shall  be  made  in 
the  Constitution  when  finally  adopted,  unless 
such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  the 
previous  Quarterly  Meeting,  duly  seconded. 


Article  17» — The  Committee  of  Management 
shall  make  By-Laws  for  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  Society,  not  repugnant  to  the 
fundamental  rules :  and  the  By-Laws  so  made 
shall  be  submitted  for  approval  to  a  General 
Meeting  of  the  Society. 


Article  18. — (With  reference  to  Article  3.)*^ 
The  Constitution  of  the  Society  as  now  amended 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book,  and  be  subscribed  to 
by  all  the  Members.

SOCIETY,  HELD    SEPTEMBER  29,    1836. 


PRESIDENT. 

No.  1. — The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management  and 
of  the  Society.  In  his  absence  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent who,  on  his  election,  had  the  highest  num- 
ber of  ballots,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  latter, 
the  second  Vice-President  shall  preside,  and  in 
the  event  of  their  absence,  the  Senior  Member 
present  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

The  President  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Vice-Presidents,  or  one  of  them,  appoint  the 
place  for  holding  the  established  quarterly  meet- 
ings. When  special  meetings  are  required,  by 
not  less  than  ten  members  of  the  Society,  or  as 
often  as  he  may  think  necessary,  the  President^ 
or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents^ 
shall  give  timely  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Secret 
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tary,  tbat  he  may  take  proper  steps  for  giving 
three  days  notice  thereof  to  the  Members.  At 
all  meetings  of  the  Board  or  of  the  Society,  tlie 
President  or  Vice-President  shall  preserve  order 
and  decorum,  according  to  the  forms  usually 
established  in  similar  Societies,  and  all  Members 
are  held  bound  to  submit  to  and  support  his 
decision  on  points  of  order. 

When  the  business  of  any  meeting  is  con- 
cluded, the  President  or  Chairman  shall  declare 
the  meeting  adjourned  without  any  motion  to 
that  effect. 

The  general  superintendance  of  the  concerns 
of  the  Society  shall  rest  with  the  President. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

No.  2. — The  senior  Vice  President,  and  in  his 
absence  the  junior  Vice-President,  shall  dis- 
charge all  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of 
President.  They  shall  at  all  times  zealously 
assist  the  President  ia  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office.' 

SECRETARY. 

No.  3. — ^The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Register 
of  all  orders,  rules,  regulations,  and  proceedings 
ofthe  Society,  which  he  shall  enter  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose.    He  shall  also  preserve 
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he  rough  minutes  of  all  proceedings,  und  the 
balloting  lists  for  officers  and  committee- men ^ 
ihat  reference  may  be  had  thereto  if  needful. 
:e  shall  give  notice,  by  advertisement  or  ether- 
ise, to  the  Members,  of  all  General  or  Special 
Meetings,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
[standing  Committee,  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Management.  He  shall  also  sign  all  cards  of 
invitation  to  the  Anniversary  Dinner,  and  to  any 
other  entertainments  that  may  be  given  by  the 
Society,  and  shall  conduct  under  direction  of  the 
President  and  Board  of  Management  nil  cor- 
respondence relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society, 
of  which  he  shall  preserve  copies. 

He  shall,  if  required,  read  over,  before  the 
adjournment,  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting, 
und  they  may  then  be  signed  by  the  Chairman 
presiding  at  the  meeting  ;  and  shall  commence 
the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  by  reading 
over  the  minutes  of  the  one  immediately  pre- 
ceding. 

In  case  of  sickness  the  Secretary,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Board,  may  appoint  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  Society  to  act  for  him,  and  also  in  case 
of  his  leaving  Quebec,  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Management  being  called,  if  possible  pre.* 
vious  to  his  departure,  to  sanction  such  appoint- 
ment. 
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CHAPLAINS. 

No.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplains 
to  perform  the  Religious  duties  customary  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society;  by  their  counsel  and 
advice,  to  promote  harmony  and  good  will  among 
the  Members^  and  to  visit  such  sick  and  distressed 
persons  as  may  come  under  their  notice  or  be 
recommended  to  them  by  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment or  Charitable  Committee  of  which  they 
shall  be  members  ex  officio* 

PHYSICIANS. 

No.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Physicians 
to  give  their  advice  and  assistance  to  any  sick  or 
maimed  person  who  may  be  recommended  to 
their  care  by  the  Board  of  Management  or 
Charitable  Committee,  of  which  they  shall  be 
members  ex  officio.  It  is  undersood  that  any 
expense  for  Drugs  or  Medicines  employed  by 
the  Physicians,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  Society 
on  sufficient  vouchers  being  furnished. 

THE  TREASURER. 

No.  6. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  money,  papers  and  effects,  the  Banners, 
Badges  and  Insignia  of  the  Society,  and  of  all 
books  and  records,  excepting  such  as  are  above 
directed  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary. 
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His  Accounts  shall  be  fairly  stated  and  pro- 
luced  for  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  uf 
Lccounts  when  he  shall  be  called  upon  so  to  do, 
land  he  shall  exhibit  them  at  the  Yearly  Meeting 
[of  the  Society,  on  the  5th  of  January,  signed  by 
at  least  two  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Ac- 
counts, and  Countersigned  by  the  President,  or 
in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents. 
He  shall  honor  the  drafts  of  the  Charitable 
Committee,  of  which  he  shall  also,  in  virtue  of 
his  office,  be  a  member,  and  shall  confer  with 
the  Committee  of  Accounts,  in  all  matters  res- 
pecting the  financial  concerns  of  the  Society. 

On  leaving  office  he  shall  deliver  over  to  his 
successor  all  books,  papers,  money,  and  effects 
belonging  to  the  Society  and  remaining  in  his 
hands. 

BOARD  OF   MANAGEMENT. 

No.  7.— The  Board  of  Management  shall 
transact  all  the  ordinary  business  of  the  Society, 
but  Special  Committees  may  be  named  by  motion 
in  writing,  duly  seconded,  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

The  Board  shall  make  all  arrangements  for 
the  anniversary  Dinner  (of  the  Society)  and  may, 
on  that  occasion,  call  to  their  assistance  any 
member,  or  members  of  the  Society,  whose  ser- 
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vices  they  may  require.  They  shall  invite  sucli 
strangers  as  a  majority  may  determine  upon, 
the  expense  of  whose  entertainment  ^hall  bt^: 
borne  by  all  the  members  subscribinij;  to  the 
dinner. 

COMMITTEE  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

No.  8. — The  Committee  of  Accounts  shall 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  pU 
other  accounts  in  which  the  Society   is  int^:- 
ested. 

They  shall  confer  with  the  Treasurer  on  all 
matters  relating  to  the  finances  of  the  Society, 
and  at  all  times  offer  their  advice  to  the  Society 
in  matters  of  economy  and  disbursement! 

VACANCIES. 

No.  9, — In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring 
in  the  offices  of  President  or  Vice  President, 
Secretary,  Chaplain,  and  Physician,  a  successor 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot  at  the  next  General 
Meeting,  or  a  Special  Meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  President  or  senior  Vice  Presid(m%  or  senior 
Member  of  the  Committee  of  Ma^ai^ptut i.i,  in  the 
event  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  both 
the  Vice  Presidents,  for  that  purpose,  in  the 
ovent  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Committee  of 
M  iT^age'aent.  reference  shall  be  had  to  the  ballot

.'nc.  :3. — Persons  elected  Members  of  ihi;! 
ii  .iety,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  inscribe  their 
names  on  the  List  of  Members,  nor  to  attend  any 
Mceting  thereof  until  they  shall  have  paid  to  the 
Treasuicr  their  Admission  Fee  and  their  first 
year's  sub.^cription. 


RETIRING  FROM  THE    SOCIETY. 

No,  11 — Whenever  a  Member  wishes  to  with' 
draw  from  the  Society,  he  shall  signify  his  in- 
tention in  writing,  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  by  him 
communicated  to  the  Board  of  Management,  and 
the  Member  retiring  shall  be  liable  for  all  arrears 
due  by  him  to  the  Society. 

BALLOTING. 

No.  19. — At  all  ballots  for  Officers,  every 
Member  shall  give  in  the  name,  or  names  where 
more  tiiau  one  Officer  is  balloted  for,  to  scruti- 
neers, appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall 
declare  the  result.      The  numbers  given  for  the 
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four  next  in  order  to  Standing  Committee,  shall] 
also  be  declared  by  the  Secretary. 

Balloting  for  new  Members  shall  take  place 
in  the  ordinary  manner. 

QUORUM  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGE- 
MENT. 

No.  13. — Not  less  than  seven  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Management  shall  be  a  Quorum,  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  business. 

FORMS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  IN  THE  MODE 
OF  TRANSACTING  BUSINESS. 

No.  14. — No  business  shall  be  proceeded  upon 
but  on  motion  in  writing,  duly  seconded,  and 
no  fresh  motion  shall  be  entertained,  till  that 
before  the  meeting  is  disposed  of. 

Each  Member,  on  entering  the  room  where 
any  meeting  is  held,  shall  write  down  his  name 
on  a  paper  which  the  Secretary  will  provide  for 
that  purpose.  Every  Member  shall  address  the 
Chair  on  his  legs,  and  no  one  shall  speak  twice 
on  any  one  subject,  except  in  explanation. 

The  mover  of  anv  resolution  shall  have, 
however,  permission  to  close  the  discussion  in 
reply. 
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EXPULSION  OF  MEMBEIIS. 

^]^o,  15. — If  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
lembers  present  at  any  General  Meeting,  shall 
te  for  the  expnision  of  a  member,  his  name 
all  be  erased,  and  he  shall  never  afterwards  be 
rmitted  to  attend  any  meeting  of  the  Society, 
nless  again  elected  by  ballot. 

DELINQUENTS. 

I  No.  18. — Any  Memberallowing  his  subscrip- 
Ijtion  to  remain  unpaid  for  two  years,  shall  no 
longer  be  considered  as  a  Member  of  the  Society, 
funless  reasons  for  such  neglect  satisfactory  to 
[the  majority  of  members  present  at  the  first  Anni- 
versary Meeting  after  his  return,  can  be  given. 

BY-LAWS. 

No.  17. — The  President,  Officer,  or  Member 
presiding;  shall  cause  these  By-Laws  to  be  read 
at  every  regular  stated  meeting  of  the  Society  if 
required,  and  any  addition  or  amendment  to  them 
may  then  be  proposed;  and  if  submitted  in  writ- 
ing and  seconded,  shall  on  approval  be  adopted.
